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Stirling Castle, since the conmiencement of its building 
by James \'. the vicissitudes of Stirling Castle have been 
marked by continued strife and bloodshed. '1 hroughout the 
wars of the English and Scotch the castle has ever been an 
object of contention. It now stands, an emblem of the unity of 
the two nations, i.reservctl by mutual agreement lu^der the 
conditions of the “ Act of Ibiion." 
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
